“These item s are v ery decep ­ 
tiv e in ap p earance, seeming v ery 
small and harm less, bu t are 
p owerfu l enou gh to seriou sly in­ 
ju re and p ossibly to kill. In jthe 
interest of p u blic safety from 
fire and ex p losion and esp ecially 
the safety of children, we are 
asking the co-op eration of m an­ 
u factu rers and dealers in this 
m atter,” Mr. Feeney added. “To 
tha t end we hav e p rohibited the 
sale or 
disp lay 
of the 
abov e 
nam |d ex p losiv es. Dealers 
are 
w arijid not to handle them , and 
p rosecu ting 
attorney s 
of the 
state will assist this dep artm ent 
in p rosecu ting v iolators.” 
The following ru les for the 
disp lay , sale, handling and stor­ 
age of fireworks is now effectiv e: 
1. No fireworks shall be p u t on 
disp lay before Ju ne 20th. This 
disp lay m u st be done in su ch a 
way tha t there will be no danger 
of the goods being ex p loded by 
the ray s of the 
su n or other 
agency , and u nder su ch condi­ 
tions 
tha t if from any 
cau se 
they are ex p loded, it will not 
cau se the bnu ilding to get afire. 
This can 
be done by 
p u tting 
su ch fireworks in a non-inflam ­ 
mable container comp letely en­ 
closed abov e, below and on all 
sides, ex cep t the front, in the 
disp lay window. 
2. No fireworks shall be dis­ 
p lay ed or sold on the streets, 
sidewalks, alley s, y ards, v acant 
lots or other su ch p laces in any 
city or town of the state of In­ 
diana. Nor shall they be dis­ 
p lay ed or sold closer than 25 
feet to any p u blic highway in 
the state of Indiana.

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REPEAL WON’T END RACKETEERING 
Con gress appoin ts a committee to in vestigate 
the racketeerin g evil, an d -immediately after­ 
ward gan gsters shoot down four peace officers 
in a busy part of Kan sas City — thereby provin g 
that Con gress in its wisdom acted n on e too soon . 
We have been scan dalized by our racketeers for 
a good man y y ears, n ow; but so far we have don e 
n othin g whatever to put them out of ex isten ce, 
an d we have hardly even been able to get very 
greatly alarmed about them. 
This, perhaps, was due partly to the fact that 
we had a good alibi — prohibition . 
When ever 
an y city display ed a peculiarly ugly man ifesta­ 
tion of un derworld in solen ce, we could lay the 
whole thin g to the 18 th amen dmen t, shake our 
heads an d let it go at that. 
But un less all sign s fail we are about to lose 
our alibi; an d it will be in terestin g to see what 
we do about the racketeer thereafter. 
On e would have to have a child-like faith an d 
an un q uestion in g optimism to believe that rack­ 
eteerin g will automatically cease the momen t the 
18 th amen dmen t is repealed — if, of course, it 
actually is repealed. 
The dry law has given aid an d comfort to the 
racketeer, un q uestion ably ; but it didn ’t call him 
in to ex isten ce, an d he won ’t van ish when it van ­ 
ishes. 
What we must face is simply the fact that the 
un derworld has discovered, durin g the past dozen 
y ears, that organ ized society is often helpless be­ 
fore darin g an d ruthless crimin als. 
This is partly due to an an tiq uated an d cum­ 
bersome legal sy stem, which gives the crimin al 
much more than an even break when he is 
charged with a crime. It is partly due to a dis­ 
organ ized, politics-ridden police sy stem which 
puts every city un der terrific han dicaps in its 
fight on crime. It is partly due to the tradition al 
corruption an d in efficien cy -which pervade al­ 
most every large city ’s govern men t from top to 
bottom. 
These are the poin ts on which the Con ­ 
gression al committee must give us a lot of de­ 
tailed in formation . 
The time for dismissin g all of the evils of rack­ 
eteerin g with the airy remark that it’s all due to 
prohibition is about over. It is up to us n ow to 
roll up our sleeves, fin d out just ex actly how an d 
why the un derworld is what it is, an d do some­ 
thin g to remedy matters. 


MORE DEFAULTING 
En glan d has paid this coun try $10,000,000 on 
the Jun e in stallmen t of its war debt. The amoun t 
due was in ex cess of $75,000,000 but sin ce our 
debtors set the rules in stead of this coun try as 
creditor, we must be satisfied with what small 
amoun ts, relative to the total, that we can gar­ 
n er. 
The $10,000,000 paid was proferred in silver, 
credited at the rate of fifty cen ts an oun ce when 
the curren t rate for silver is on ly about thirty - 
five cen ts an oun ce. 
Italy has offered on ly a fraction of the total 
amoun t due on its pay men t. Fran ce as well as 
other debtor n ation s, has defaulted the en tire 
amoun t of the Jun e in stallmen ts. These n a­ 
tion s say that they can n ot pay an y thin g. It 
would be far more appropriate for them to say 
that they won ’t, in stead of can ’t. 
Fran ce, for in stan ce, has the greatest hoard of 
gold on han d of an y other n ation s ex cept our 
own . The gold ratio per capita in Fran ce is 
greater than an y other n ation in the world, this 
coun try in cluded. 
There are man y differen t an gles to the con ­ 
sideration of war debts an d much to be said in 
support an d con demn ation of the attitude th at 
our debtors are 
assumin g. There are advocates 
of outright can cellation an d of modification . 
There are others who are steadfast in their con ­ 
viction s that every dollar of the presen t revised 
amoun ts should be paid. 
Whatever is argued pro or con , there are a few 
basic facts that stan d out which can n ot be 
altered by an y sort of reason in g. Every dollar 
that isn ’t forthcomin g from our debtors will 
have to be paid by American tax pay ers. Man y 
of our 
leadin g debtors apparen tly have plen ty 
of fun ds for other purposes besides pay in g debts 
— for armamen ts, loan in g an d other self cen ­ 
tered en terprises. The mon ey was loan ed in good 
faith an d defin ite promises to pay have been 
made, backed by the sovereign ty of each n ation 
con cern ed. The debts have already been scaled 
down on ce to the distin ct advan tage of the coun ­ 
tries owin g us an d to the distin ct disadvan tage 
of this coun try . 


It is probably a wise idea to accept the “tok­ 
en ” war debt pay men t from En glan d sin ce it 
appears that it might be the last th at v/e will 
ever get from that coun try , or an y other of our 
debtors.
